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RUSSIA DEMANDS 
UN. BODY MEET 
TO PICK GOVERNOR 
FOR TRIESTE AREA 


Soviet Resolution Pro- 
poses Swiss for Job, 
Council to Help Him 
Run Internationalized 
Area. 


UNITED ‘NATIONS, N. Y., 
Oct. 13 (UP)—Russia set the 
stage today for full United 
Nations debate on the boiling 
Trieste dispute py demanding an 
immediate Security Council 
meeting to pick a governor for 
the area. 

The Russians put forward a 
formal resolution requesting that 
the U.N. comply with peace 
treaty provisions for internation- 
alizing the area, name as gover- 
nor Col. Hermann Flueckiger, 
former Swiss minister to Mos- 
cow, and set up a provisional 
council to help him govern. 

Chief Soviet Delegate Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky also proposed that 
within three months after ap- 
pointment of the governor the 
entire Treste territory, including 
both the Allied-occupied and 
Yougslav-occupied zones, be 
given permanent status as an 
independent international free 
zone. 

Flueckiger once before was 
proposed by the Russians, in 
1949. But though he had earlier 
been a candidate of Britain, he 
was rejected by the majority. 
The Western powers argued 
then that . developments had 
made it impossible to implement 
the peace treaty provision for 
making Trieste an international 
zone, 

The Italian peace treaty pro- 
vided that Trieste be set up as 
an international territory ruled 
by a governor named by the 
U.N. Security Council, where 
the big five powers hold the 
veto power. But the big powers 
never have been able to agree 
On a governor. 


YUGOSLAVIA VOWS 
THEY WILL RESIST 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP) 
—Yugoslav Foreign Minister 
Koca Popovic said today after 
an hour-long talk with Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
that his government will “resist 
with all means” an American- 
British decision to hand over 
control of party of the Trieste 
territory to Italy. 

To accept the American-British 
move, Popovic said, would de- 
stroy Yugoslavia’s independence 
and set an “extremely dangerous 
precedent. 

Popovic said Dulles gave no 
answer to Yugoslavia’s proposal 
for a four-power conference to 
setite the Italian-Yugoslav dis- 
pute over the Trieste area. Dulles 
said he must first consult with 
“other governments concerned,” 
he said. 

Popovic and Dulles conferred 
for 50 minutes yesterday. 


ANGRY YUGOSLAVS 
DEMAND RIFLES 


BELGRADE, Oct. 
Crowds of Yugoslavs moved 
through the streets of Belgrade 
tonight shouting “Give us rifles” 
in mass demonstrations against 
the British-American decision to 
turn Zone A of the Trieste ter- 
ritory over to Italy. 

Yugoslav demonstrators beat 
up an American student, man- 
handled a Yugoslav who .en- 
tered American ‘information 
service headquarters to return 
a book and burned British in- 
formation bulletins. 

Tonight the crowds: yelling in 
the streets numbered in the tens 
of thousands. 

“Give us rifles,’ the crowd 
cried. “We will beat up the 
Italian thieves. Down with 
Italy. Down with (Premier) Pel- 
la, the dog. We want Tito to be

*|tary that Tommy be allowed to 


AIR RAID SIRENS TO GET 
SECOND CITY-WIDE TEST - 
AT 10 A.M. TOMORROW 


A SECOND city-wide air- 


raid siren test is sched- 
uled for tomorrow at.10 
a.m., it has been announced 
by the Office of Civil Defense. 

The test, operated by re~ 
mote eontrol, begins with the 
“Red Warning,” a walling 
sound of variable tone that 
lasts for three minutes.. It 
concludes with an “AM Clear” 
of three steady blasts, each a 
minute long, sounded at two- 
minute intervals. 

The Office of Civil Defense 
has requested the public to 
keep in mind the fact that no 
public participation is envi- 
sioned and that the signals 
are simply a test of the sirens. 
When the first test was held 
Sept. 29, there were 32 out 
of the city’s 127 sirens that 
failed to work. Adjustments 
have been made in the mean- 
time, and all are expected to 
be heard tomorrow.

OF SPY PLOT IN 
ARMY INQURY 


Defense Secretary Says 
Ft. Monmouth Case 
‘Might Be Worse 
Than Security Leak.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP) 
—Secretary of Defense Wilson 
hinted today that the Army’s 
investigation of Fort Monmouth 
is tturning up indications of a 
spy plot. He said “it looks like 
it might be worse than just a 
security leak.” 

At almost the same time the 
Interior Department arnounced 
it has suspended six employes 
for “security reasons.” The de- 
partment gave no further details. 

The Senate investigations sub- 
committee headed by Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, has 
been checking into the situation 
at Fort Monmouth, an Army 
Signat Corps station in New 
Jersey. 

McCarthy has declared his 
committee had found indications 
of “extremely dangerous espion- 
age.” 

Wilson was asked at a press 
conference whether he thought 
espionage or “just a security 
leak” was involved. 

It was then he said “it looks 
likht it might be worse than 
just a security leak.” 


Stevens Warns Army Employes; 

Who Won't Testify at Inquiry. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Army Robert T. 
Stevens said today any civilian 
employe of the Army who Tre- 
fuses to answer questions on 
Communism before the Senate 
Permanent Subcommittee on In- 
vestigation “will bg summarily 
suspended.” 

He made the statement after 
attending a closed hearing of the 
committee which is delving into 
alleged security leaks at the 
Army Signal Corps Laboratory 
at Fort Monmouth, N.J. 

Meanwhile, at the end of the 
morning session Senator McCar- 
thy (Rep.), Wisconsin, chairman, 
said he was “inclined to think 
that it may be necessary” to call 
as witnesses David Greenglass 
and Harry Gold, who are serving 
terms in Lewisburg (Pa.) federal 
penitentiary for atomic espion- 


| MeCarthy said two witnesses 
‘were heard in the morning ses- 
sion. He described the first as 
/'a man who had been “employed 
‘continuously in Government un- 
‘til last February” and had 
| wenteed at the Fort Monmouth 
Signal Corp headquarters and in 
tele-communications. 

The Senator said the man tes- 
tified that he was not a Com- 
munist today, but refused to say 
if he had been one last week, 
citing the grounds of possible 
self-incrimination. 

The witness said there was a 
“close association” between him- 
self, and a witness who appeared 
yesterday and is presently em- 
ployed at Fort Monmouth, and 
Julius Rosenberg, executed atom 
spy, McCarthy said. 

The second witness, the Sena- 
tor said, was a former civilian 
employe of the Air Corps and 
the Treasury Department who 
had appeared previously at con- 


gressional investigations and 
who was named as an espionage 
agent. 


The Senator said the second 
witness “had access to radar 
secrets” while .with the Air 
Corps, and refused to say if he 
ever passed those secrets to 
Communists, or whether he had

The offer to talk over the 
question of which governments 
should be represented at the 
conference was couched in care- 
fully guarded language but au- 
thoritative sources said it was 
intended to leave the door open 
to a compromise with the Cem- 
munists. 

Split Over Issue. 

The Reds have insisted that 
the conference be a “round 
table” gathering, with India and 
other neutrals taking part. The 
United States held out initially 
for a “two-sided” meeting, at- 
tended only by powers which 
participated in the Korean con- 
flict.

Hall and Mrs. Heady have con- 
fessed that they dug a grave at 
the back of her St. Joseph, Mo., 
home before they kidnaped 6- 
year-old Bobby, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert C, Greenlease of 
Kansas City, on Sept. 28. 

“You may: not helieve this,” 
Hall said, “but I don’t know 
what I did with the missing 
money.” He said Mrs. Heady 
might have disposed of it, but 
that if she did she probably 
was drinking so heavily at the 
time that she could not remem- 
ber what she did with it. 

Hall said he did remember 
“trying to bury money,” but evi- 
dently he was referring to the 
$293,992 found in. his room 
when he was arrested at St. 
Louis last Tuesday night. 

On Road Near a River. 

“It was on a bottom road, near 
a river,” he said. “Automobiles 
were passing nearby and I guess 
I decided it wasn’t isolated 
enough, so I gave that up,” the 
kidnaper said. The reference 
obviously was to the money re- 
‘covered when Hall was arrested, 
as the prisoner said he “still 
had the idea.of burying the 
money when they got me.” 

Referring to Mrs. Heady, the 
kidnaper characterized his com- 
panion as “a swell gal, if she 
didn’t drink so much.” 

Remarking that Mrs. Heady 
“drank two fifths of whisky a 
day sometimes,” Hall observed 
that “she is unreliable.” 

“However, if I had listened 
to her and stayed in St. Joe, I 
don’t think I would have been 
caught,” Hall added. 

Apparently weary of the con- 
versation, Hall leaned back in 
the seat and slept during the 
latter part of the trip. Davison 
expressed the opinion that Hall 
is “not a confirmed drug ad- 
dict.” 

“He is clear and speaks well, 
and is neither surly nor. sar- 
castic, as many prisoners are,” 
the deputy marshal observed.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower and the 
National Security Council began 
work today on a defense budget 
for the 1955 fiscal year begin- 
ning next July 1. 

The joint chiefs of staff, who 
gave Defense Secretary Charles 
E. Wilson last week their “new 
look” preview of United States 
strategic plans, and the three 
service secretaries attended the 
White House meeting of the 
council. 

Subjects discussed by the Se- 
curity Council are not usually 
announced. But White House 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty said of today’s meeting: 

“The National Security Coun- 
cil, among other matters taken 
up this morning, had a prelim- 
inary discussion of the security 
budget of the nation. These dis- 
cussions will continue at later 
meetings. Any figures concern- 
ing appropriations, manpower, 
or personnel which may be re- 
ported prior to the final deci- 
sion on the budget in December 
would consequently be prema- 
ture and undoubtedly  inac- 
curate.” 

Wilson’s budget officers this 
week prepared for the security 
council rough estimates of the 
cost of continued expansion of 
the Air Force and maintenance 
of the other services at about 
their present levels. Informed 
sources said the outlook is for 
over-all military spending of be- 
tween 38 and 40 billions in the 
1955 fiscal year beginning next 
July 1. 

The military spending figure 
will be a vital factor in deter- 
mining whether the over-all fed-

15 Phony Ransom Demands Made, 
Greenlease Spokesman Discloses 


‘We Knew Which of the 
Callers. Was the Right 
One,’ Robert L. Led- 


terman Says.

TULSA, Okla., Oct. 13—Fif- 
teen phony ransom demands, for 
amounts ranging from $5000 to 
$250,000, were made in the 
Bobby Greenlease’ kidnaping, 
Robert L. Ledterman, Tulsa bus- 
iness associate of Robert C. 
Greenlease Sr., said today. 


“If Mr. Greenlease had: com- 
plied with all the demands he 
would have paid $1,500,000 in 
ransoms,”. Ledterman said. “But 
we knew which of the callers 
was the right one.” 

As it was, the $600,000 ran- 
som actaally paid was the larg- 
est on record. 

Home for First Time. 

Ledterman, spokesman for the 
family during the futile negotia- 
tions with the kidnapers, re- 
turned to his home for the first 
time since Sept. 28, when he 
went to the Greenlease home 
after his friend and partner 
asked for help in obtaining 
Bobby’s release. 

Grieving over the tragedy and 
exhausted by the long vigil, Led- 
terman told of arriving at the 
Greenlease home near Kansas 
City at 6 p.m., the day of.the 
kidnaping and of receipt of a 
special delivery letter from Carl 
Austin Hall, one of the kidnap- 
ers, 30 minutes after Ledter- 
man’s arrival. The boy,.it later 
proved, was dead at this time. 

Complicating the negofiations, 
he said, was a report from an 
underworld character that gang- 
sters would intercept the money 
when it finally was delivered to 
the designated spot. 

The $250,000 ransom demand 
was the only false one that real-

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
13—The Soviet Union proposed 
in the United Nations General 
Assembly yesterday the simul- 
taneous admission to the U.N. 
of three Communist satellites— 
Hungary, Romania and Bulgaria 
—and Italy and Finland. 

The United States immediately 
rejected this proposal, as it has 
rejected past Russian proposals 
for the admission of several na- 
tions simultaneously. The Amer- 
ican rejections have been sup- 
ported by overwhelming majori- 
ties in the General Assembly. 
The new Russian move appears 
to have no more of a chance 
for adoption than its predeces- 
sors. 

Introduced by Malik. 

Under the Soviet proposal, in- 
troduced in the Assembly’s Spe- 
cial Political Committee by Rus- 
sia’s Jacob A. Malik, the As- 
sembly would ask the Security 
Council to reconsider the appli- 
cations of the five European 
countries with a view toward 
recommending their admission. 

The Security Council would 
also recommend that the signa- 
tories to the post-World War II 
peace treaties with the five na- 
tions support the council recom- 
mendation because of “special 
provisions”. in the treaties, call- 
ing for the eventual admission 
of the five to the U.N 

Past Russian resolutions on 
this subject have demanded the 
simultaneous admission of 14 
nations, including five Commu- 
nist-dominated countries. Of the 
nations included in the new pro- 
posal, the three Communist 
satellites have been barred from 
admission through failure to gain 
the necessary seven votes in the 
Security Council. Italy and Fin- 
Jand have been rejected previ- 
ously by Soviet vetoes in the 
council. 

The American Position. 

Basically, the American view 
fis that each membership appli- 
cation should be considered in- 
dividually to see if the nation 
concerned is willing to live up 
to the U.N. charter. 

In introducing his proposal, 
Malik lashed out at a recent 
statement in the committee by 
James F. Byrnes, Democratic 
governot of South Carolina and 
the United States delegate to 

the committee. Byrnes had said 
that the United States’ opposi- 
tion to the admission of Ro- 
mania, Bulgaria and Hungary 
was not “irrevocable,” adding, 
“Governments have changed.” 

Malik said that Byrnes is go- 
ing to be “saddened” if he waits 
for a change, and that such 
“wishful thinking” would be of 
no avail in spite of what the 
Russian delegate called the ex- 
penditure of “millions of dol- 
lars” by the United States to 
bring about a change from the 
present Communist regimes in 
these countries. 


Action on Morocco Urged. 
By the Associated Press. 

In the 60-nation political com- 
mittee, Syria urged the United 
States to take the‘lead in win- 
ning independence for French- 
ruled Morocco through U.N. ac- 
tion. 

Chief Syrian delegate Farid 
Zeineddine said that all coun- 
tries had the responsibility of 
helping in that cause, “starting 
with the United States.” 

So far the United States has 
taken no public stand on the de- 
mand by 13 Asian-Arab nations 
that Morocco be granted inde- 
pendence within five years. 

France contends that the situ- 
ation in Morocco is none of the 
U.N.’s business and has boycot- 
ted the meetings discussing the 
issue. 

The 20-nation Latin American 
bloc was reported framing a 
proposal of its own on the Mo- 
roccan issue. 


Aga Khan’s Memoirs, 

PARIS, Oct. 13 (AP)—The 
Aga Khan has completed the 
first volume of his memoirs. 
The work, which he began last 
November, will total about 120,- 
000 words. The wealthy Mos- 
lem leader said’ he has suggested 
to his publishers that it be 
called “From the Reign of Vic- 
toria to the Reign of Elizabeth.”

No Commitment on Issue. 


Dean will have no authority to

The United States and its 
U.N. allies are determined to 
do everything possible to induce 
the Chinese and North Koreans 
to attend a Korean conference, 
and today’s message is designed 
to help accomplish this pupose, 
officials said. 

Among other things, it is de- 
signed to remove the issue of 
participation in the conference 
from the arena of public contro- 
versy, where the Russians are 
exploiting it to the utmost, and 
to transfer it to confidential 
diplomatic negotiations, where 
there will be a better chance to 
work out an agreement.

In accepting the Reds’ sugges- 
tion for the meeting at Panmun- 
jom, the Allies said, “It should 
be understood that our agree- 
ment as to this site for the meet- 
ing of the emissaries is not to 
be construed as any indication 
that our side considers Panmun- 
jom as a suitable site for the 
political conference.”

the press must combine the 
fight for freedom with greater 
recognition of its own respon- 
sibilities.

“We will struggle relentlessly 
against anyone who curtails 
freedom: of the press in any 
country,” he said. “We don’t 
care if we have to travel or go 
to prison.

“We will formulate a code of 
professional ethics so that we 
can avoid bringing on restrictive 
actions of dictators. We know 
that many laws that are pre- 
pared limiting freedom of the 
press have been provoked by 
newspaper men who have not 
realized there is also a respon- 
sibility of the press.”

Cleveland Mayor Is 
Democrat — ‘Shabby 
Deal,’ Says Repre- 
sentative Bender. 


(Related Story on Page 1-B.) 


COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 13 (AP) 
—Thomas A. Burke, 54-year-old 
four-time Mayor of Ohio’s larg- 
est city, today holds the Senate 
post vacant since July 31 as a 
result of the death of Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Cincinnati, 
Republican majority leader. 

Gov. Frank J. Lausche of 
Ohio appointed the Cleveland 
Democrat late yesterday. It was 
a surprise announcement by the 
Democratic Governor, who 
called his secretary from Cleve- 
land and told her to release the 
news of the appointment. 

Lausche’s selection of his 
close friend and long-time po- 
litical ally gives the Democratic 
party a 48-47 edge in the Sen- 
ate. The other Senator is In- 
dependent Wayne Morse of Ore- 
gon, who was elected as a Re- 
publican, but later bolted the 
party in a dispute over policy. 

Specula Over 1954. 

Word that Gov. Lausche had 
named Burke to the Senate set 
political circles buzzing. 

The political prognosticafors 
wonder now whether Lausche or 
Burke—or neither—will seek 
election in November 1954 for 
the rest of Taft's unexpired term 
which runs till Jan. 3, 1957. 
They figured that Burke would 
step aside in 1954, if Lausche 
decided to seek the Senate seat 
—and that Burke might then 
run for Governor. 

Lausche was considered a pos- 
sible successor to the late “Mr. 
Republican” until two weeks 
ago, when the Governor removed 
himself from consideration. 

He said he did not speak to 
Burke prior to the appointment. 
No Commitments, He Says. 
“He had no commitments to 
me of any character whatso- 
ever,” Lausche said, “except 
that I anticipate he will take no 
action to change in any manner 
the present organization of the 
Senate, and that, in the fulfill- 
ment of his duties-he will con- 
stantly keep in mind the inter- 
ests and the welfare of the gen- 

eral public.” 

Some observers interpreted 
Lausche’s emphasis on “no com- 
mitments” as meaning Lausche 
reserved the right to run for 
the Senate. 

Like Lausche, Burke is popu- 
When Lausche 
resigned ag Cleveland Mayor in 
1945 to become Governor, he ap- 
pointed Burke. Burke then was 
elected Mayor in 1945, 1947, 
1949 and 1951 by overwhelming 
majorities. Lausche was the 
only Democrat te gain high state 
off:ce in the Republican land- 
slide last November. 

Term as Mayor Ends Nov. 9. 

Burke said he planned to 
serve out his present term, 
which ends Nov. 9, unless busi- 
ness in Washington required his 
presence there.

P.0.W. Interviews on Thursday 


Reply to Neutral Repatriation Agency

PANMUNJOM, Oct. 13 (AP)—| 
The Neutral Nations Repara- 
tion Commission today asked the 
United Nations Command and 
the Communists to start Thurs- 
day in their attempts to per- 
suade war prisoners to return 
home. 

Earlier the U.N.C. announced 
it would complete by midnight 
a permanent center for the Reds 
to use in interviewing 22,300 
North Koreans and Chinese 
P.O.W.s. 

There was no immediate an- 
swer from the Communists to 
the N.N.R.C, request. 

An allied spokesnian said it 
had not been received officially 
and that any reply would not 
be delivered before Wednesday. 

The U.N.C. announcement that 
facilities had been virtually com- 
pleted paved the way for the 
delay-plagued explanations to 
get under way. The Reds had 
steadfastly refused to meet with 
the P.O.W.s until the U.N.C. 
completed new facilities. The 
explanations originally were 
scheduled te begin Sept. 26 but 
both sides rejected existing sites 
as inadequate. 

An Indian spokesman for the 
reparations commission said he 
could not see any further bar- 
riers to starting the explana- 
tions. Commission rules specify 
that they may start at any time 
upon one day’s notice. ; 

The Communists, who want to 
interview the 7800 Koreans and 
14,500 Chinese P.O.W.s_ indi- 
vidually, presumably will begin 
the explanations by Thursday. 

The U.N,C., however, has said 
it was in no hurry to start meet- 
ing with the 23 Americans, one 
Briton and 335 South Koreans 


who have refused repatriation. 
The U.N.C. announced that 
the four-nation Armistice Su- 
pervisory Commission will in- 
vestigate Allied charges that the 
Reds were bringing combat air- 
craft into North Korea in viola- 
tion of the truce agreement. 


An inspection team with rep- 
resentatives. from Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Sweden and 
Switzerland probably will leave 
Wednesday for Uiju in far north- 
western Korea to look into the 
charges. 

The U.N.C. has accused the 
Reds of shipping crated war- 
planes to Uiju from Manchuria, 
but not reporting that they were 
sending any out. The armistice 
agreement provides that only 
replacement aircraft can be 
brought in. 

The Indian command, mean- 
while, returned two North Ko, 
reans to Communist custody. 
They had asked for repatriation 
after being turned over to In- 
dian custody. 

At a news conference ar- 
ranged by Communist corre- 
spondent Wilfréd Burchett, the 
two charged that “anti-Commu- 
nist groups and special agents” 
were ruling the prisoners and 
keeping them from going back 
to the Communists, 

At the same time, the Indians 
announced that two North Ko- 
reans and one Chinese probably 
would be repatriated Wednesday 
after asking that they be sent 
home. 

If the three are returned, it 
would bring the total repatriat- 
ed since the Indians assumed 
custody to 126--79 Chinese and 
47 North Koreans.

Paper Sack for a Purse. 

The 4l-year-old divorcee 
wore a new black nylon dress 
with striped collar and cuffs. 
She had no luggage or purse 
but carried her lipstick and 
powder in a paper sack. She, 
fretted because she had left 
her toothbrush and comb in the 
St. Louis jail.

“Only too often, the courts have 
to rule out confessions taken by 

lice officers -who don't know 

ow to take confessions,” he con- 
tinued. 

Swollen criminal dockets 

could be reduced to manageable 
size if one circuit court division 
Were designated for criminal 
cases only “and remained in con- 
stant session,” the prosecutor 
Meclared. He agreed with ques- 
tioners that a grand jury al- 
‘ways on call would be a deter- 
rent to crime, but qualified his 
recommendation: “I won't say 
there’s a need for one, but it 
would be helpful.” 
- He conceded there is “no le- 
gal reason” why the county 
should not have a year-round 
grand jury. Preliminary hear- 
ings force the prosecutor to pro- 
duce all his witnesses and evi- 
dence before the trial, while 
grand jury secrecey favors pros- 
ecution, he noted. 

Wallach said the county needs 
its own police training school, 
“which could be set up with 
easily available help.” He pro- 
posed a county police labora- 
tory, because methods of the St. 
Louis police and the Highway 
Patrol laboratories differ, “and 
evidence gets wn out of 
court.” He asked for a central 
depository for evidence “which 
is now scattered through all 96 
police departments in the 
county,” and a central office to 
question suspects and take con- 
fessions. 

His assistant prosecutors

If his office succeeds in try- 
ing three cases in a week's time, 
“it’s a pretty good week,” Wal- 
lJach admitted. He also spoke 
in favor of a domestic relations 
“court and a probation and pa- 
role office. 

Views of Magistrate. 

Magistrate Frank W. Tirrell 
took issue with Wallach’s asser- 
tion that the county does not 
need a public defender bureau. 

“Many of the defendants who 
will appear in my court tomor- 
row morning on felony charges 
will not have counsel, and many 
will not know whether they 
should waive preliminary hear- 
ing because they do not know 
what it is,” Tirrel argued. He 
was to hear 71 cases on today’s 
weekly felony docket, he said. 

Magistrates Anthony Fassler 
and Joseph H. Garrett also ap- 
peared before the commission, 
meeting at the Courthouse at 
Clayton. The circuit judges 
were invited, but informed the 
group they had decided they 
could not appear because com- 
mission recommendations might 
raise legal questions which 
would come before one of them 
for a decision, and because a 
grand jury now is investigating 
law enforcement. Chairman Ar- 
thur B. Shepley Jr. said he 
hoped they could offer their 
views later. 

Shepley noted that the public 
is asked to attend the next 
meeting and give law enforce- 
ment opinions. It will be held 
next Monday at 8 p.m. at the 
Courthouse.

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Malenkov Cleaning Up ‘Messes’ 
Left by Stalin, but No Change 
In Basic Policy Is in Evidence 


Long-Expected ‘Convulsion in Kremlin’ 
Has Failed to Occur——-New Premier 
Appears Firmly in Saddle, Aiming at 
More Efficient Slave State.

NE expert observer has quipped that Georgi M. Malenkov 
0 really ought to be called “Warren G. Malenkov.” The little 
joke has a certain significance. For it tells a good deal about 
the conclusions which the most experienced Western experts on 
the Soviet Union have been reaching, in the seven months since 
the death of Joseph V. Stalin. 


Their first conclusion is that 
there is no evidence whatsoever 
of the much-advertised and 
long-anticipated “convulsion in 
the Kremlin,” which was sup- 
posed to happen after Stalin 
died. The real significance of 
this conclusion lies in the fact 
American policy toward the So- 
viet Union has long been largely 
based on the expectation of a 
tremendous internal upheaval 
following on Stalin’s death. 

When Lavrenty Beria was 
purged, the beginning: of the 
convulsion was jubilantly hailed 
in Washington, Yet the available 
evidence now clearly suggests 
that Malenkov’s primacy is firm- 
ly established—he appears more 
firmly in the saddle than Stalin 
was even some years after 
Lenin’s death. Moreover, far form 
presiding over an immense in- 
ternal convulsion, Malenkov 
seems to be an apostle of “back 
to normalcy’—for what passes 
for “normalcy” in the Soviet 
slave state. 


‘Cleaning up Messes.’ 

“Malenkov’s policy,” one Wash- 
ington observer remarked, “is a 
policy of tidying up—he’'s clean- 
ing up the messes the old man 
left on the carpet.” The last 
years of Stalin’s one-man rule 
increasingly reflected the aging 
dictator’s taste for violence, and 
his unquenchable suspicions, 
which became pparanoiac as 
Stalin sank into senility. These 
characteristics caused Stalin to 
make “messes on the carpet,” 
both internally and externally. 

Internally, for example, police 
oppression had become mere 
oppression for oppression’s sake. 
It had reached a point of sense- 
lessness where it endangered, 
rather than increased, the Sse- 
curity of the state. Beria’s purge 
is accordingly now interpreted 
simply as a result of Malen- 
kov’s decision to bring the power 
of the secret police under con- 

] 


considered the chief element of 
power in the Soviet state. The 

Red Army has always hated and 
feared the rival police power. 
The Malenkov policy of “ease- 
ment for the populace” also 
serves the Red Army’s interests, 
particularly in the case of the 
peasants. The peasants are the 
Army’s raw material, and the 
Army naturally wishes this raw 
material to be docile and relia- 
ble, which it has not always 
been in the past. 

Externally, Malenkov is also 
moving to tidy up certain messes 
which he inherited from Stalin. 
The Korean war, for example, 
had ceased to be a paying prop- 
osition for the Soviet Union. 
Stalin’s policy had created whol- 
ly unnecessary and unprofitable 
areas of tension on the Soviet 
periphery, notably in Turkey 
and Yugoslavia. The exploitation 
of the satellites had been over- 
greedy, and had reached the 
point of .diminishing returns, 
economically and _ politically. 
Again, the Red Army sees no 
value in militarily unprofitable 
tensions, and supports the Mal- 
enkov policy of getting rid of 
the wholly unnecessary external 
liabilities which Stalin’s policy 
created. 

Malenkov’s tidying-up process 
is accompanied by a carefully 
calculated campaign to cause 
the memory of the dead dictator 
to fade. The subtle and oblique 
job which Malenkov is doing on 
Stalin’s memory has been com- 
pared to the job South Ameri- 
can head hunters do on their 
enemies’ heads—‘“the features 
remain recognizable, but the 
head is shrunk until it is tiny.” 

No Basic Change in Policy. 

Yet although the memory of | 
Stalin is fading, the power of 
the Soviet state is not. All the 
experts now agree that Malen- 
kov’s tidying-up process repre- 
sents no basic change in Soviet 
policy. The change is only in 
method. Internally, Malenkov

HOUGH the Air Force is so hard up for funds that it has 
been forced to cancel 955 planes and 6000 jet engines, it is 
spending money on free transportation and entertainment for 
the same Senators and Congressmen who helped slash their 
budget.

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Blow at the Court Plan 


It is not too much to say that Gov. Donnelly 
has struck a body blow at Missouri's nonpartisan 
court plan. The Governor has done this in his 
unprecedented rejection of the panel of nomi- 
nees sent to him by the judicial commissions 
in the Sixteenth Cireuit Judicial District, com- 
prising Kansas City and Jackson county. 


If Gov. Donnelly can reject these nine nomi- 
nees as “political” and then require the respon- 
sible commissions to name other nominees from 
which he may select, other Governors also can 
reject nominees as they see fit. 


If the Donnelly course becomes a sustained 
precedent, future Governors may reject and re- 
ject until commissions propose nominees such 
Governors wish to appoint. 


If that happens, Missouri's court plan, which 
has been widely studied by bench and bar 
groups over the country, will be changed com- 
pletely. It will be changed not by vote of the 
people, but by executive act.

The system, as approved overwhelmingly at 
the polls in the form of a constitutional amend- 
ment in 1940, provides that judicial commis- 
sions shall nominate three choices for State 
Supreme Court, Courts of Appeals and Circuit 
Court vacancies in circuits where the plan has 
been approved for local judges. The Governor 
then is charged with selecting one of the nom- 
inees for the vacancy. 


This procedure is not new to Phil M. Donnel- 
ly. In his first term he named five Judges from 
panels recommended to him. They were: Judge 
Roscoe P, Conkling of St. Joseph to the State 
Supreme Court; Judge James C. McDowell of 
Charleston to the Springfield Court of Appeals; 
Judges James W. Broaddus and Thomas R. Hunt 
to the Circuit Court in Kansas City; and Judge 
Waldo M. Mayfield to the Circuit Court in St. 
Louis. 


There were Republicans on the panels from 
which Gov. Donnelly made those choices, but 
the Democratic executive always found it pos- 
sible to select the Democrat. Yet he now re- 
jects the nine nominees for three new judge- 
ships in Kansas City because the commissions, 
so he says, were swayed by politics.

The Post-Dispatch has no thought of saying 
that these nine lawyers were the very best who 
could be found in Jackson county. We do not de- 
fend the procedure which put three Republicans 
on one panel and three Democrats on each of 
the two other panels. Nor do we pass on the 
seeming fact that one of the panels consisted 
of Democratic lawyers who had not supported 
Mr. Donnelly for nomination for Governor the 
last time. Indeed there was a division of opinion 
in the commissions and some members did not 
approve all the choices, 


If the system is not working the way it should 
work, then let it be corrected—in the right way. 
Let the commissions be improved. Let better 
nominees come from better cammissions. Let 
the Democratic Governors pick a Republican 
now and then and vice versa. 


But do not distort it completely by putting 
the commissions, which do the nominating, under 
the thumb of the Governor. The issue now is 
not the merit of the nine nominees, but the as- 
sumed power of the executive. ° 

The future of Missouri's nonpartisan court 
plan, in which this state may take proper pride, 
is at stake. If Gov. Donnelly persists in his posi- 
tion, a test case must be brought to settle the 
issue. 
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It’s Easier in Speeches 

Possibly not original, but profoundly true. 
That is the best way to characterize a remark 
by Budget Director Joseph M. Dodge in a speech 
at Detroit. He said: 

“The first budget cuts always are the easiest.” 

Mr. Dodge was explaining to the Economic 
Club of Detroit why the budget not only will not 
be balanced in the 1954 fiscal year, but may not 
be balanced in the 1955 fiscal year, which be- 
gins next July. As he remarked, “the farther 
you go on the road to Government economy, 
the more difficult it becomes.” The places to 
trim are fewer, and the pressures against trim- 
ming greater. . 

The budget director might have added another 
true if not original note. Not only are the first 
cuts the easiest, but the cuts which an Admin- 
istration intends to make before being elected 
are extraordinarily easier than those which it 
can and does make once in office. Budget bal- 
ancing is a breeze only in campaign oratory. 
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Less Than Meets the Eye? 


The disturbances following the Anglo-Ameri- 
can decision to withdraw from Trieste show 
what can happen when one lets go of a bear’s 
tail. Yet there may be less in the Yugoslav dem- 
onstrations- and the moderate, formal Italian 
protests than meets the eye. 

President Tito’s letter to the Secretary Gen- 
eral of the United Nations could lead to pro- 
tracted difficulties if it were to become the first 
step toward a wide-open Assembly debate. The 
Russians would love such a row! And they are 
already trying to get a finger into the pie. 

Tito, however; seems more interested in an 
early conference with British, American and 
Italian representatives. In spite of declarations 
indignant enough to be in harmony with popu- 
lar emotions, he is said to be willing to accept 
a settlement which gives the port city to Italy, 
provided Yugoslavia gets all the hinterland. The 
question of a rail and road corridor from Italy 
into Trieste comes up, but this should not be 
insuperable if Tito really will take the new ar- 
rangement in a somewhat modified form. 

Reports persist that such a formula was dis- 
cussed when Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
visited Belgrade and later when Tito was in 
London. If so, the chief mistake may have been 
in the manner of the Anglo-American announce- 
ment. It seemed to come under pressure from 
Italy, and it was one-sided, If there had been a 
few preliminary formalities and if Tito had ap- 
peared as a party to the decision, it might have 
been cheered instead of jeered. | 

As for Italian Premier Pella, he must really 
be satisfied with the deal. Although the head of 
a caretaker government organized to do little 
more than draw up the national budget before 
the constitutional deadline, he has scored an 
emotion-satisfying triumph where the stronger 
De Gasperi regimes had failed. Would he endan- 
ger a windfall which is so sure to enhance his 
popularity? 

A meeting of British, American, Italian and 
Yugoslav representatives would give careful 
diplomats a chance to create an atmosphere of 
reasonableness and satisfaction all around. Con- 
sidering the reliance of Italy and Yugoslavia on 
the great powers and the dependence of the 
powers on these two countries for the defense 


of the Mediterranean, the polishing job should 
not be impossible. After all, what is Tito’s 
alternative other than a return to the Russian 
orbit? But the diplomats will have to be 
careful that efforts to mitigate the situation do 
not inflame it.

Blackest Evil Compounded 


As FBI now pieces together the full story, the 
kidnaping of Bobby Greenlease emerges as an 
even move revolting and cold-blooded crime 
than had first been supposed. 

Assuming that the FBI can back up with evi 
dence sufficient to convince a jury the account 
it gives the public, there is little question that 
any jury anywhere would vote to impose the 
severest penalty of the severest law on those 
duly convicted of this crime. 

For, according to the FBI, the evil of the 
crime itself was compounded by detailed plan- 
ning in advance, not only of the kkinaping, but 
of the murder. The grave was prepared before 
there was a body to occupy it. The killing was 
plotted before the child had been seized, and 
accomplished before any ransom was asked. 

If anything is worse than wanton murder as 
an incident to kidnaping, it is kidnaping as an 
incident to a wanton murder. 

Emotions are so thoroughly taxed by such a 
crime that the temptation is strong to cast about 
for scapegoats, As the kidnaper was a paroled 
convict, some will make of this crime a case 
against parole. As narcotics and liquor abetted 
the criminal mentalities which planned the deed, 
some will seek the explanation there. But the 
truth is that criminality of such dimensions de- 
fies any single or simple explanation, and would 
probably break through any legal or social sys- 
tem set up to contain it. 

Whatever may be the hidden sources of such 
a crime, society has but one possible response— 
to invoke against those justly convicted the full 
measure of the law. 
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First Rank Political News 


It is more than a year until the midterm con- 
gressional election and yet the current political 
news is of importance enough to satisfy the most 
avid follower of national politics. Here are three 
highspots: 

Ohio: Gov. Lausche has appointed Mayor 
Thomas A. Burke, Democrat, of Cleveland to 
the vacancy in the Senate created by the death 
of Robert A. Taft, Republican. This shifts nu- 
merical leadership in the Senate from the Re 
publicans to the Democrats by one vote, but the 
new majority will not attempt to reorganize to 
take charge of committees. Gov. Lausche “an- 
ticipates” that Senator-designate Burke “be- 
lieves” the Republicans should continue as the 
responsible controllers of the Senate through 
the 1954 session, beginning next January. 


The new Senator is a four-term Mayor of 
the country’s seventh largest city which means 
that like Gov, Lausche he is a popular Democrat 
in a Republican state. It also means that wheth- 
er the new Senator runs in 1954 or steps aside 
in favor of Gov. Lausche for the two years re- 
maining of the Taft term, the Buckeye State 
will be political fighting ground of the first 
order a year from now. 


New York: Gov. Dewey has demanded that Lt. 
Gov. Arthur H. Wicks resign and Wicks has 
refused ‘and a knock-down-and-drag-out intra- 
party battle is on. Wicks is the new Lieutenant 
Governor of New York, who as leader of the 
Republican State Senate at Albany, made re- 
peated visits to Sing Sing prison, to see con- 
victed labor extortionist, Joseph Fay. 


Gov. Dewey apparently wants to clean up the 
G.O.P. in New York, although obviously this 
condition at which he hits is one that goes back 
a long time. Wicks says the Governor has no 
control over him and that only the State Senate 
can bring about his resignation as Republican 
leader of the Senate. Since Fay is in prison for 
having been found guilty of extorting $368,000 
from New York contractors on a water project, 
the Wicks scandal has shaken the G.O.P. in 
New York hard. 


Wisconsin: Voters have gone to the polls in 
the 11 counties, which comprise the agricultural 
Ninth Congressional District in western Wiscon- 
sin, to fill the seat left vacant by the death of 
Republican Representative Merlin Hull. The 
results may measure the extent of farmer disap- 
proval of the agricultural policies of the Eisen- 
hower Administration. 


The nominees were Republican State Senator 
Arthur L. Padrutt, Chippewa Falls, and Demo- 
cratic Lester R. Johnson of Black River Falls, 
District Attorney of Jackson county. In his ener- 
getic campaign Johnson pledged himself to vote 
the way Republican Hull did in the last session 
and that was easy for a Democratic nominee 
since Hull, an oldtime LaFollette Progressive, 
voted with the Democrats 66 per cent of the 
time. 

Ohio, New York and Wisconsin may not be 
stoking up the 1954 political fires as yet, but 
they are already scrounging up the wood.

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An Economic Report 

Whether by coincidence or otherwise, the 
President’s Council of Economie Advisers has 
sent Congress a report on the state of the na- 
tional economy just a few days after Harry Tru- 
man criticized the Administration for a “ginger- 
ly and timid” approach to the Employment Act 
of 1946, which set up the council. 

That the council is now functioning again 
‘sufficiently to resume making reports is cause 
for gratification. But its job is not only to make 
reports. It also has the responsibility of advising 
the President on steps which should be taken 
to maintain maximum employment and economic 


activity. On the basis of expert knowledge, it 


must try to look-ahead and to project—in time 
—policies that may be needed to prevent a busi- 
ness downturn from becoming a serious depres- 
sion. 

President Eisenhower has not yet appointed 
the third member of the council. He named a 
chairman in March and a second member in 
August. Surely the importance of the council's , 
work, which he himself has publicly acknowl- 
edged, makes the restoration of its full function-

Federal Subsidy for Private Power 


The Mirror

Virginia utility said it would build dam without U.S. aid when 
it fought public project, but after getting go-ahead it took 
federal help in tax write-offs; Texas utility executive made it 
plain such subsidies were to help companies, not their customers. 


An Editorial in Public Power Magazine 


During recent years we have become 
quite accustomed to hearing the tor- 
tured cries of the private utilities 
against the alleged “subsidies” and 
tax privileges of publicly owned utili- 
ties. It is therefore somewhat strange 
that not even a small voice of the in- 
dustry has been heard in protest 
against the granting of an accelerated 
tax amortization certificate last month 
to Virginia Electric & Power Co. for 
its Roanoke Rapids project. 


The Office of Defense Mobilization 
has approved Vepco's application for 
a certificate which will permit the com- 
pany to write off, for tax purposes, 
65 per cent of the $33,095,000 cost of 
the Roanoke Rapids project in five 
years, The normal rate of depreciation 
of such facilities is 50 years or more. 


The purpose of these tax benefits is 
to encourage industries to build pro}- 
ects or speed up the construction of 
facilities which are nece to the 
defense effort. Yet Vepco applied for 
an FPC license for this project two 
years before the beginning of the Ko- 
rean war, based on normal peacetime 
load growth. 


Throughout the long period during 
which this case was before the Federal 
Power Commission and the courts, the 
company repeatedly based its demand 
for a license on the grounds that it was 
ready, willing and able to go ahead 
with this project immediately, and 
would require no federal assistance— 
as opposed to the plan for federal de- 
velopment of the same site. 

Public records show that, before it 
was granted a tax write-off for the 
Roanoke Rapids project, the company 
had received approval for similar bene- 
fits for 16 other projects. , 

ODM in a period of less than three 
years has approved rapid tax write-off 
certificates for the privately owned 
electric companies for projects estimat- 


ed to cost $3,954,315,662. of which 
$1,774,924,183 has been certified for 
rapid tax amortization. A staff counsel 
of the FPC has estimated that the 
privately owned utilities may receive 
benefits of almost two billion dollars 
over a 30-year period as a result of the 
accelerated tax amortization program. 


And just who will get the benefits 
of these tax certificates? One of the 
frankest statements on this point was 
made earlier this year, at an FPC hear- 
ing, by W. F. Stanley, vice president 
and secretary of the Southwestern Pub- 
lic Service Co., Amarillo, Tex. Mr. 
Stanley said: 


“There has been some discussion here 
whether the utilities were intended to 
have the advantage of this tax deferral. 
I think that we must answer that and 
say Yes, because no distinction was 
made. But quite apart from that, let 
us ask the other question, who was 
not intended to have the benefit? 


“You might say a lot of people, and 
among them I think you could include 
the electric rate payers because we as 
taxpayers of this country would hardly 
have wanted to vote in favor of Uncle 
Sam's deferring literally billions of dol- 
lars as taxes for an extended period, 
and at a time when Uncle Sam needed 
those taxes very badly in an emer- 
gency, to give them in the form, we 
will say, of lower rates to electric con- 
sumers. 

“That in no way advanced the cause 
of emergency mobilization. Not only 
that, it might even be said to spread 
inflation by giving more spending 
money to the rate payers. 

“So it seems to me on that aspect, 
looking at it that way, it seems almost 
fantastic to want to give it to the 
rate payers. Not that we don’t like 
our customers. We like our friends. 
We like to treat them right and give 


them good service, but that is beside. 


the point.”

PROVINCE, by Perry (Herverd Uni- 


versity Press, 513 pgs., $4 

In the foreword to “The New Eng- 
land Mind,” Mr. Miller remarks of his 
work: 

“It is a case history of the accommo- 
dation to the American landscape of an 
imported and highly articulated system 
of ideas. We have a chance to see ex- 
actly how this process, which began the 
moment the ships dropped anchor in 
Boston harbor, was driven by local in- 
fluences, and yet was constantly di- 
verted or stimulated by the influx of 
ideas from Europe.” 

While such a claim may segm ex- 
travagant, the author succeeds in show- 
ing how the early settlers, bringing 
with them their own ideas and theories, 
were forced to adapt those concepts to 
their new environment and fluctuating 
intellectual climate. 

The steps by which this process 
evolved—a sort of cerebral odyssey 

‘ from complacent, 
studied coherence 
to restless confu- 
sion, culminating in 
a mental attitude 
relevant to the time 
and place — form 
the core of Mr. 
Miller’s book. 

The th emes of 
such a vast ven- 
ture are legion and 
cut into every as- 
pect of early 
American life. But 
germane to this na- 
tional awakening is 
the religious spirit 
which dominated so much of life. The 
author, therefore, devotes considerable 
space to the “Jeremiad,” or sermon, 
which concentrated upon “a review of 
recent afflictions” rather than upon 
doctrinal analysis. 

The “Jeremiad” was an attempt to 
make order out of the strivings of 
those’ undergoing the cataclysmic 
change from European to American 
life. As such, it is an eloquent. and his- 
torical document, an indicator to the

In this book of such generous scope

Lausche has demonstrated re- 
peatedly that he is one of the 
shrewdest politicians now prac- 
ing that difficult profession. 
And that is the chief reason Re- 
publican strategists would like 
to take him out of the political 
play. 


20 Years Off the Bench. 


From at least one respectable 
Republican source in Ohio a 
recommendation has been made 
to Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. that Lausche be 
given a federal judgeship. A 
vacancy has existed on the Sixth 


Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati since the resignation 
on March 1, 1952, of Xenophon | 
Hicks. 

Such an appointment would | 
be for life. It carries a salary of | 
$17,500. And in the past, when 
politics has been less of a fac- | 
tor, the Court of Appeals has | 
been a seasoning ground for | 
judges developing the stature | 
for advancement to the Supreme 
Court. 

Even though such a move 
would take Lausche out of poli- 
tics, it would anger many Re- 
publicans who during the past | 
20 years have had hardly a look- 
in on judicial appointments. 


Dewey-Brownell Influence. 


But a sign of the eagerness 
to use the take-out play in Ohio 
was obvious In another maneu-, 
ver. One of Lausche’s good 
friends in the national organiza- 
tion of state governors is Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York. 
Ten days ago Dewey phoned 
Lausche with an interesting sug- 
gestion. 

What would Lausche’s reac- 
tion be if he were offered the 
post of Secretary of Labor in 
the Eisenhower cabinet? Accord- 
ing to Lausche’s close friends, 
he thought about it for a day 
or two and then replied that he 
would not be interested. 

This is revealing, incidentally, 
{n several respects; one, the in- 
fluential role now being played

at the national level by the 
Dewey-Brownell wing of the 
Republican party and two, the 
way in which the office of Sec- 
retary of Labor was shopped 
around before the appointment 
of James P. Mitchell, an expert 
more or less outside the stream 
of politics. 

As an astute politician, Lau- 
sche was aware that the Labor 
post would be a dead-end. Being 
human, he might find it impos- 
sible to say no to certain prizes 
the Republicans could offer — 
a Supreme Court judgeship, say, 
or a Cabinet post of importance. 

Never one to underrate him- 
self, the Governor has not ig- 
nored the possibility of a place 
on the national ticket either in 
the No. 1 spot as a conserva- 
tive or in the No. 2 place as 
_ balance for a liberal candi- 

ate. 


A Candidate Himself. 


Those closest to him believe 
that his present intention is to 
run for the Senate himself in 
54. That, of course, is precisely 
what the Republicans want to 
forestall. 

Therefore Lausche would ap- 
point to the Senate vacancy to 
serve for a 12-month period 
someone not interested in mak- 
ing the race next year. TI: 
choice is believed to lie between 
Mayor Thomas Burke of Cleve- 
land and Robert L. Moulton, at 
present chairman of the Ohio 
Public Utilities Commission and 
a Lausche protege. 

One must quickly add, how- 
ever, that Lausche had consist- 
ently reserved the right to 
change his- mind, and his final 
decision may surprise those who 
believe they have his confidence. 
If the Republicans could take 
him out of the political scrim- 
mage, it would leave a big hole} 
in the Democratic line in Ohio. 


Example in Minnesota. 


The political take-out as exe- 
cuted last year by President, 
Truman is an example the Re- 
publican coaching staff has 
keenly in mind. Truman named 
to a federal judgeship in the 
District of Columbia Gov. Luther 
Youngdahl of Minnesota, a Re- 
publican. 

Youngdahl, an able and popu- 
lar Governor, was also a key 
figure in the party politics of his 
state. To add to the anguish his 
appointment caused, the an- 
nouncement came on the eve of 
an important political rally. 
Youngdahl would be an ideal 
candidate to run against Senator 
Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota, 
who is up for re-election next 
year. Some Republicans in Min- 
nesota cherish the hope that 
Judge Youngdahl might be 
lured back into the game, but 
this is not in the least likely.

DR. MARTIN ENGMAN, 
DERMATOLOGIST, DIES 


One of Founders of Bar- 
nard Hospital, Noted for 
Skin Disease Research. 


Dr. Martin Feeney Engman, 
dermatologist, one of the found- 
ers of the Bernard Free Skin 
and Cancer Hospital, and noted 
for his work in the discovery of 
skin diseases, died of a heart ail- 
ment last night at his home, 49 
Fair Oakes, Ladue. He was 84 
years old. 

A native of New Orleans, Dr. 
Engman began practicing here 
in 1897 and was active until last 
summer. He maintainéd offices 
in the Beaumont Building, 3720 
Washington avenue. 

A former board chairman of 
Barnard, Dr. Engman served 
also as clinical professor of der- 
matology at Washington Univer- 
sity. He was a founder of the 
National Leper Home at Car- 
ville, La., and a fellow of the 
American Medical Association. 

The discoverer of amoebic in- 
fection of the skin and of five 
other skin diseases, Dr. Engman 
was a member of several derma- 
tol groups including the Ameri- 
can Dermatol Association of 
which he was a former presi- 
dent. He served also as presi- 
dent of the Missouri Social Hy- 
giene Association. 

A student at the University of 
Kentucky and at the University 
of Virginia, he received his 
medical degree from New York 
University in 1891. He did grad- 
uate study at the University of 
Heidelberg and in Paris, Berlin 
and Hamburg.

Barbara Payton and Tom Neal, 
those crazy Hollywood kids who 
gained more fame for their ex- 
ploits off-screen than on and 
are cashing in (rather meagerly, 
though) on the publicity by 
touring in a revival of James 
M. Cain’s drama, “The Postman 
Always Rings Twice,” came to 
the American Theater last night 
in the play for a week’s run.. 

It is a pretty good vehicle for 
them in that they realistically 
fill the roles of Cora, the volup- 
tuous, dissatisfied blond wife of 
Nick, the lunchroom proprietor, 
and Frank, the ne’er-do-well 


one gander at Cora, and stays 
to pursue a course of adultery, 
murder and poetic retribution 


in the gas chamber. However, 
although Miss Payton’s is a good 
surface portrait of an elemental, 
tough, completely amoral wam- 
an, she hasn't been able to get 
it off the ground, either in 
vicious strength in some of the 
later scenes or in the end when 
she comes as close as possible 
for her type to redemption 
through real love and trust for 
her lover. Neal, who looks 
something like a muscular’ Bob 
Hope with curly hair, was able 
to go a little deeper, at least in 
the final scene. 

However, at least with the 
mediocre production given here, 
Cain’s play nowhere approxi- 
mates the punch of his novel. 
The fluency and color of his 
narrative style, his air of dis- 
passionate examination of evil 
to see what makes it tick, are 
lost here. The dramatic tension 
and power aren't there. The 
first act is fair for sleazy atmos- 
phere as the love-affair of Frank 
and Cora, and their abortive at- 
tempt to knock off her husband, 
the Greek, are unfolded. Leon- 
ard Yorr did a recognizable job 
of the Greek, and Joseph Hardy 
was all right as the policeman. 

The second act, after the mur- 
der by driving Nick, in a drunk- 
en stupor, off a road and down a 


ravine, doesn't attain the crack- 


ling, cynical values it should 
The district attorney’s 
tricking of Frank into turning 
against Cora, and Cora’s confes- 
sion carry some conviction, and 
Kenneth Paine gives a reason- 
able portrayal of a bland D.A.

MISSOURI PASTURAGE

Effect of Drouth Shown at 
Hearing on Requests for 
Milk Price Rise.

Curry of Washington, D.C., an 
examiner for the Department of 
Agriculture, continued today. 

Most of the witnesses who tes- 
tified yesterday were dairy farm- 
ers. They were unanimous in 
asserting that the drouth has 
eliminated pasturage in the 
state and said there is little 
chance of its “coming back, even 
if we have rain.” They testified 
most of the pasture acreage will 
have to be reseeded at a cost of 
from $30 to $40 an acre. 

J. P. Mason, director of dairy 
marketing for the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Association, asserted: 

“Dairy farmers need a price 
increase and they need it bad.”

Roger N. Baldwin Says 
Greatest Abuses Are by 
Congréss Committees. 


Anti-Communism in America 
“has become an wunreasoning 
passion producing measures and 
casualties far beyond the Com- 
munist party,” Roger N. Bald- 
win, national committee chair- 
man of the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union, said here last 
night. 

“The single greatest abuse in 
the search for Communists,” he 
clared, “is to be charged to the 
Congressional committees com- 
peting for headlines in exposing 
citizens who were at one time 
or another involved in move- 
ments in which Communists op- 
erated.” ‘ 

Baldwin told a meeting of the 
St. Louis Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee at Wilson Hall, Washing- 
ton University, that civil rights 
showed progress “only in fields 
not touched by international 
pressures” of the struggle with 
Soviet Russia. 

He asserted that the so-called 
Bricker admendment, which 
would limit treaty-making pow- 
ers of the executive branch of 
the Government, “would make 
impossible our continued co-op- 
eration in the United Nations for 
universal standards of human 
rights.” 

While debate on the amend- 
ment is pending, he said, “no 
conventions for the equal rights 
of women, for human rights gen- 
erally, nor indeed the r®tifica- 
tion of the convention against 
genocide, are possible.” 

“Almost equally disastrous to 
our position in the United Na- 
tions,” Baldwin added, “ig the 
attempt of our Government to 
impose on the Secretariat its 
own standards of loyalty clear- 
ances, contrary to our express 
obligation not to interfere with 
the international civil service.”

Live in Decrepit Turk Chateau 


Only $6000 Spent to Maintain This ‘Rural 
Flophouse,’ Although U.S. Has $4,- 
300,000 for Red Refugee Work.

Srarel Rati Turkey, ‘Oct. 13 
= On the sun-cracked hills above 
the blue Bosporus is a sultan’s 
ranch that is offering a new 
kind of refuge for escapees from 
Communism. 

Bulgarian farmers, aided by 
American and Turkish frnds, 
are testing a plan for settling 
escapees on temporary collec- 
tive farms. 

On a crest in sight of Istan- 
bul’s mosques stands an old 
ehateau, with patched blinds, 
chipped windowsills and scarred 
doors ajar. Inside are lined the 
beds of a hundred farmers who 
fled Bulgaria, leaving their fami- 
lies. The beds, like the farm- 
ers, are ragged but clean. 

This rural flophouse is the 
poor best the United States Gov- 
ernment has been able to ac- 
complish in rescuing these anti- 
Communist escapees from the 
alleys of Istanbul. The ranch 
costs only $6000 for 18 months’ 
operation—a fraction of the sal- 
aries of American officials from 
Frankfurt and Washington who 
periodically “inspect” it. 

Fugitives Neglected. 

Yet the ranch, though riddled 
by international bureaucracy 
and Bulgarian politics, shows an 
improvement on the neglect of 
anti-Communist refugees as I 
saw it here two years ago. 

At that time the brave early 
escapees were squatting in an- 
other rotting pleasure house of 
the sultan on the Bosporus, 
ragged and pitiable. As more 
risked death to “cross,” their 
brains were picked empty and 
then they were dumped. Turkey 
was too busy with its own 157,- 
000 Moslem refugees to do much 


for these Balkan nationals. 

Four refugees re-escaped from 
liberty back through the curtain. 
On Scfia’s radio they told the 
story of American inertia, Turk- 


ish red tape and Bulgarian fac- | 


tionalism, with Communist em- 
bellishments. That blunder cost 
the American officials here 
“millions of dollars in prestige, 
hundreds of future escapees, and 
volumes of intelligence,” accord- 
ing to one candid diplomat. 
Operation of Ranch. 

This ranch is a reaction, tardy 
and incomplete, to that defeat. 
Rented a year ago last May with 


help of the Turkish Red Cres- | 
cent, the ranch has 10,000 acres, | 


6000 tillable, but only 1000 have 
been brought under cultivation. 
Only one escaped farmer in five 
can earn a wage of 50 cents a 
day. The rest are either idle or 
forage in Istanbul for work, in 
part illegally because Turkey 
allows the Bulgarians to accept | 
only jobs as gardners or road | 
laborers. 

Two volunteer American’ 
youths from Ridgely, Md., teach | 
the use of tractors and a Turkish 

ex-army officer keeps discipline. 

The ranch’s future is limited. 
Not being Turks, the escapees | 
must quit Turkey eventually, for 
the United States og Brazil.

owners.

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We’ rein Trouble With Canada’

Wilson Asserts Neighbors Resent Bossy 
Way U.S. Talks of Using Nation as It 
Pleases in Continental Program.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13—Our 
Canadian cousins resent the 
bossy way we Americans talk of 
using Canada for “continental 
defense.”

Wilson thinks we ought to 
make firm agreements before 
talking. “It just isn’t smart to 
talk before the issue is settled 
and something is done about it,” 
he told a press conference. 

“We are in trouble now on 
this continental defense busi- 
ness. We are talking just as if 
we could move up in Canada 
and do what we damn please 
without the Canadians and any- 
thing else, and not getting them 
into it. We are talking too much 
here.

turning out all sorts of special 
paints for special painting jobs 
about the house. 

We've told you about. the 
range enamel which can with- 
stand a temperature of 400 de- 
grees or so and therefore is suit- 
able for application to the out- 
side of gas and electric ranges 
and also the one coat refrigera- 
tor enamel for those who don’t 
care for white appliances. 

There is also a special paint 
which can~be applied to glass 
and china and then baked in the 
kitchen ovén so that it will be 
washable. 

Fhere is plastic paint, of 
course, which can be used to 
produce a textured surface on 
a wall or ceiling and also a spe- 
cial plastic paint which produces 
a glass-smooth finish. 

If you like a sand finish you 
can get a paint with fine par- 
ticles of sand already added. 

There is a gold paint which 
when applied to a surface pro- 
duces a finish that pretty well 
resembles gold leaf and there is 
another that when applied to 
wood gives the wood the aroma 
of cedar. 

You can get paints today that 
have a fungicide added to pre- 
vent mildew and others that 
have DDT added to kill off in- 
sects. 

There are paints that glow in 
the dark and in fact, a paint for 
just about every sort of a job 
you could possibly dream up.

West opened his singleton 
spade, and South had to lose 
two spade tricks, two trumps 
and the ace of diamonds, for a 
500-point penalty. 

It is true that South was a 
shade optimistic when he ac- 
cepted North’s urge to bid game, 
but by far the major share of 
responsibility rested on North. 
It was North who, by figurative- 
ly begging his partner to go on, 
really took the set. South, a na- 
tionally-famous expert, reasoned 
that his hand, though certainly 
not strong, was nevertheless 
stronger than North had the 
right to expect, and so South 
bid the game rather than hang 
one trick short. 


In all probability, North did 
not realize how aggressively he 
bid his hand. His first double 
was strong; his second double in 
the face of South’s refusal to 
come in over one spade, was far 
stronger; and North’s final bid 
—his raise to three hearts—was 
the announcement of a power- 
house. North had a good hand, 
but it was not that good. 


Under the vulnerability con- 
ditions, South would have 
strained a point to bid over one 
spade, and since he did not do 
so, North, having doubled for 
the second time, should have 
been quite satisfied to rest at 
two hearts.
